Asserts Riots Prove Rus- 
sians Have Failed 
Dismally to Convert 
German People. 


BONN, June 30 (AP)-—United 
States High Commissioner 
James B. Connant declared to- 
day “the entire apparatus of 
Communist dictatorship in So- 
viet-occupied East Germany 
must vanish before concrete 
steps can be taken for the uni- 
fieation of Germany.” 

Dr, Conant told a news con- 
ference he regards the recent 
anti-Communist revolts in East 
Germany as “historic events” 
which proved that the Russians 
had failed dismally to convert 
the German people to Com- 
munism despite eight years of 
strenuous effort. 

“These demonstrations 
proved,” he said, “that the 
German people have developed 
a hatred of the Communist re- 
gime and ideology.” 

Now Communist promises of 
reforms will not be sufficient, 
Dr. Conant added. 

“If the Soviets are really 
sincere with their new propa- 
ganda line to lighten the peo- 
ple's burden, they must make 
good their paper promises to 
restore liberty and private. prop- 
erty,” he said, “They must tear 
down their bars in Berlin and 
on the zonal borders which they 
have erected against free travel 
and trade.” 

Dr. Conant said that he was 
not authorized to state that the 
western powers would not meet 
the Russians in a four-pow 
conference on Germany un 
they had scrapped their Com- 
munist government in East Ger- 
many, but he explained:

When the§ arrived, Liggett 
and White said, Quisenberry 
asked the operator of the tavern 
if “she had a room she wouldn't 
mind getting dirtied up.” 


Both explained Quisenberry 
had taken them to task because 
someone in the plant had called 
the teamsters international head- 
quarters td complain of Quisen- 
berry’s demands. 

Call to Headquarters. 

The union leader, they said, 
had a long distance call placed 
to the international headquar- 
ters to Indianapolis and assured 
someone there everything was 
all right. 

Chairman Smith asked Liggett 


if he had been threatened dur- 
ing the ride.

Well, the conversation was 
not too encouraging to a man in 
my situation.”

Weary of restricted use of 
water in the county, a Webster | 
Groves resident, Chris J. 
Muckerman, today said he in- 
tended to sue for any damage 
his lawn or plants might suffer. 

In a heated letter to Webster 


Groves Mayor John H. Cassidy, 
Muckerman said he would obey 
the limited-water ordinance. but 
he added in no uncertain terms: 

J intend to collect for every 
blade of grass, every flower, 
every plant, shrub or tree which 
has been damaged or killed by 
being deprived of the ‘water for | 
which I have always paid and 
for which I stand ready to con- 
tinue to pay.” 

Muckerman compared the 
county water situation to an ice 
company which, in summer heat, 
told its customers it had no ice 
right now but would be well 
supplied next Christmas.

‘THREATENS TO SUE | ANNEXATION VOTE 
FOR ‘NIGHT-OWL’ | IF WATER CURBS| DOUBLES SIZE 


OF VALLEY PARK 


The last gap of unincorpo- 
rated area in a chain of com- 
munities stretching 50 miles 
from Belleville in the east to 
Valley Park in the west was 
closed yesterday when Valley 
Park residents voted, 463 to 62, 
to annex surrounding area. The 


action extends the city’s limits | 


to encompass unincorporated 
area to the north, east and west. 
The area annexed in the east 
joins Valley. Park with Kirk- 
wood. The annexation, which 
more than doubles the size of 
Valley Park, surround the vil- 
lage of Twin Oaks. 

Annexation is opposed, how- 
ever, by a group of residents in 
the annexed area and a mass 
meeting has been called for 8 
p.m. today at Barrett Commu- 
nity School, Dougherty Ferry 
and Carman roads, to lay plans 
for a legal fight against it. Col. 
Charles P. Bode, spokesman for 
the group, said Valley Park can- 
not provide adequate water, 
sewage, fire and police protec- 
tion, or a school system com- 
parable to the present one in 
the area. He said the vote was 
unfair in light of the fact that 
a bill is awaiting Gov. Donnel- 
ly’s signature to give residents 
of unincorporated areas a voice 
on whether to be annexed by a 
nearby town.

‘The Transit Task Begins 


By next spring city and county regdents may 
vote on a metropolitan district to govern tran- 
sit, traffic and related transportation. This is 
the goal of an ambitious work schedule drafted 
by the new board of freeholders. 

This board was established primarily to con- 
sider transit problems. But ‘the petitions which 
created the board gave. it more latitude than 
that. And in an early meeting both city and 
county planning officials agreed that traffic, 
transit and parking are almost inseparable. Fast- 
er bus service depends on speedier movernerit 
of automobiles, and the autos have o have a 
place to park. 

At this point the freeholders are only begin- 
ning work and cannot predict. What solutions 
they will offer the citizens. They are thinking 
tentatively in terms of a transportation authori- 
ty with broad powers. They might let the 
agency itself decide how to regulate traffic, 
whether to regulate or to operate transit itself, 
and so on. The problem of public ownership, 
however, should be explored thoroyghly, . 

But the metropolitan public would .double- 


check such decisions. First, city and cdunty vot- 
ers must approve any basic charter for a metro 
vpolitan transportation district. Second, if the 


transportation authority were $0 decidé on pub- 
lic ownership of bus lines, for example, the 
pebtic would vote eget qm, bends Ye: peg tes 
such projects. 

The freeholders hope to finish their work in 
less than seven months. This is necessary to 
permit a special election on their proposals in 
May. For if the vote ig not held then, it would 
have to be put off until 1955 under somewhat 
complicated terms of the State Constitution. 

Unfortunately the legal status of the free- 
holders was put in question by Gov. Donnelly's 
tardy appointment of the nineteenth member. 
But the board obviously hopes that the courts 
will decide to let the work proceed. Metropoli- 
tan St. Louis can only hope so, too. It might be 
a long time before this area could again begin 
an area-wide search for a way out of the trans- 
portation middle.

Disposing of the so-called Broyles anti- sub- 
versive legislation, the Illinois Legislature passed 
one bill and killed the other, It sent to Gov. 
Stratton a bill requiring a system of loyalty 
oaths from teachers and state employes and de- 
fining subversive acts. It Killed the bill to squan- 
der $65,000 on an investigative commission. 

Gov. Stratton would serve the best interests 
of sanity in government by vetoing the bill be- 
fore him, as Adlai E. Stevenson did when the 
Broyles legislation was passed at Springfield 
two years ago. Loyalty oaths are valueless. The 
patriotic official or teacher will be loyal with- 
out the necessity of an oath. If a person is com- 
mitted to espionage no oath requirement is 
going to stop the spying.

Is this shy, retiring, 50-year- 
old Conservative party intellec- 
tual “a secret Socialist,” as some 
right-wingers in his own party 
seem to think?

The Communist 
Daily Worker carried a headline 
recently, “This Man is Danger-

The way 
the Communists tell it Butler 
has bamboozled them for he 
really is a “ruthless big business 
man out to strengthen’ big busi- 
1 at the expense of the peo- 
ple 

Cut Food Subsidies. 


Richard Austen Butler is in 
the bad books of the Socialists 
as well as the Communists for 
reducing food subsidies and in- 
troducing more charges for the 
health service. But at the same 
time he is suspéct to right-wing- 
ers because in general he has 
kept the Tory campaign prom- 
ise to protect the welfare state. 

“The school I represent ac- 
cepts the social changes of our 
time,” says Butler. “We don’t 
believe in galloping inflation 
and all thé hardship it causes.” 

Largely by import cuts Butler 
has managed to halt the plunge 
to national bankruptcy. But the 
hardest part of his plan to save 
England lies ahead.

GRAND JUNCTION, Colo., June 30. 
ERNON PICK had about $300 left. In his house trailer at 
Grand Junction were letters to be mailed to airplane plants 
on the West Coast, asking for employment. His former owner- 
ship of a machine repair business back home in Minnesota would 
qualify him for some sort of engineering job and his wife Ruth, 
a former school teacher, was ready to go back to teaching.
